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Some time ago the features de 
partmcnt of the Dalljr sent copies 
of a letter to a numlier. of firms, 
in' which they aslted for informa- 
tion about what was expected 
from university-trained men, and 
whether they were fuirilling their 
taslfs satisfactorily. The replies 
were Kratifyingly complementary 
in agreeing about the competence 
of university graduates', and at 
the same time most used the oc- 
casion to suggest possible impro- 
vements in the. college' curriculum 
and extra ■ curricular activities. 
Excerpts from some of the letters 
follow. 

DU PONT 

From Du Pont the following 
was received: 

Many thanks for the Invitation 
to contribute 1» your feature sè-' 
ries based on the statement "Much* 
has been said by business execu- 
tives about tho incompetence of 
University graduates",^^!^^^;^^,, 

I feel I can proceed wltti great-" 
er enthusiasm for the subject, 
however, If I atate at the outset 
that the comment' attributed to 
business executives appears rather 
too sweeping in its implications. 
Not only do most companies, our 
own induded, have many univer- 
sity graduates who are doing ex- 
cellent work but we all are most 
anxious to obtain far more gradu- 
ai; ates than ere available. Kegard- 
less of this however, there are 
definite* problems on' a largo 
enough scale to merit concern. 
Team Work Needed 

Du Font of Canada , expects 
from-the graduates technical com- 
petence, which, actually,, we : sel' 
àom have occasion to criticize. But 
at the same time there is a de- 
cided need for effective team 
work, maturity of Judgement and 
a sense of responsibility. Also 
.Important are adaptability and 
leadership qualities. 

In most organizations today 
good communications arc manda- 
tory. A prerequisite is facility of 
self expression. Without this abi- 
lity technical information, for in- 
stance, cannot properly be trans- 
mitted between individuals, oV 
work units without risk of a slow- 
down or even a breakdown in' com- 
munications. 

Creative Thought 

The greater stress being placed 
on these personality qualities is 
a development of recent years and 
it is tbese areas where some gra- 
duates fall short The old son»-, 
what autocratic form of manage- 
ment consisted of a few who were 
responsible for initiating pll acti- 
vity. Power and authority were 
centralized at the top where ma- 
jor decisions were made quickly. 
Modem management is decentra- 
lized and is based on team-work 
and co-operation In work ' units 
jSlhidiitMft fcM'ialler or more nu- 
.SSRSrS^Managers, superrisors 
and employees work together in 
many cases to develop the poli- 
cies, procedures and methods 
which will be followed. Creative 
thinking is stimulated; many con- 
tribute to any major decision; new 
and better 'ways of solving prob- 
lems are investigated; and routine 
work is more frequently handled 
by machines. 

High academic stnndinc is de- 
sirable but It is not sought at the 



expense of these personality cha 
racteristlcs - so necessary in the 
supervisory and specialist positi- 
ons wbich the graduates must 
takei^oiver in a minimum of time. 

• Prepanitloa' \ . 

It is recognized that -w^hèn'^^tbV 
student reaches university his per- 
sonality development already Has 
been considerably influenced 
tâirough the. homo and the primary 
and secondary • schools. . However, 
his undergraduate years should 
do much to broaden and. prepare 
him for a career in business, in- 
dustry jtnr a profession which he 
c*n enter with enthusiasm" and 
imagination. .V .. 

For some students the transi- 
tion from university to the first 
steady Job is a gap which is dif- 
ficult to. gridgc. A s.milar diffi- 
culty may have been experienced 
in the change-over from high 
school curricula to university 
work. 

The universities can help In 
most of these, fields of develop- 
ment by the encouragement of 
greater student participation in 
class room discussions. This re- 
quires, however, that the classes 
be small and capable of being 
handled in a seminar fashion. 

With assistance when necessary, 
the student can also help in his 
development '.by wise selection of 
extra-curricular eicUvities in 
which he may learn to co-operate, 
take initiative and possibly to 
lead, ' , 

Guidance 
. With the accent so much on the 
student's personality development 
it seems especially desirable that 
trained and able campus personnel 
or vocational guidance officers be 
easily available for consnltatipn. 

Let us'm'ake'iit clear that' we as 
a Company do not expect the uni- 
versity to turn out men and wo- 
men fully trained for our parti- 
cular Jobs. On the contrary, we 
expect, and are prepared, to take 
over where the university leaves 
off, in order to familiarize the 
graduate with oar own work me- 
thods and procedures and our or- 
ganizational practice^ and polici- 
es. : '_

STUDENT SELECTION SEEN AS KEY 
TO VARIOUS PROBLEMS 



One of the biggestr problems 
ifacing Canadian iiniversitles is 

selection, according to Dr. C. T. 

Bissell, vice-president of the Uni- 
versity of Toronto. He 'told a 
panel discussion- at the annual 
meeting of the Canadian Public 
Relations Society, that the non- 
selective system is open to criti- 
cism on two points. 

There are many students who 
could go to university who do 
not even apply. Selection is posi- 
tive. It operates not merely to 
turn down misfits, but also to 
encourage the fit It Is stnpid to 
consider this as undemocratic. It 
is one of the bes^ ways that de- 
mocracy can maintain "its quality 
and excellence" and consequently 
its own survival 




Non-Selection is ahM , expensiye 
and 'mstefnl. ' For''^1ei^pIe, in 
1948, 260 students entred MeGill. 
Of this number only 147 or 60.6 
per cent graduated. It is obvious 
'that many unqualified students 
are gahting entrance. 

Of other speakers who have re- 
viewed the sitoation, one of them^ 
said, "Canadians are spending! 
^700.00 a year to keep a man in 
p.rison, but arc only prepared to 
spend $800.00 to keep a student 
in university. It is the same at- 
titude that allows football players 
to receive |16,000.00 for three 
months work, while the same sala- 
ry would be five years pay for 
a teacher.

He said that any student in the 
United States who is inficlllgent 
can get a college education but the 
same does not holdu true for Can- 
ada. In England 80% of the stud, 
ent -population is on scholarship 
and in New Zealand 100%. 

Dr. James folt that the solu- 
tion to the problem lay in imple- 
mentation of a Massey Report re- 
commendation that a system of 
scholarships be evolved so that no 
one of ability be deprived of a un- 
iversvty education.

A subject called "democratic edt^caiion" has now been Included in 
the curricula of all educational institutions |h Argentina under the 
authority, direct or indirect, of the Ministry of E:ducation. The Poron- 
Ist goverranent had in Ita time introduced, through several decrees, 
aubJocU llke"'nat|9nal doctrincV and "culture ifor citizens" which were 
designed to undermine the will of the «tuden'ta knd 'tb giv« ihem a 
particular jwlitlca! point of view. Methods included the use of false 
information uiid the twistintr of historical facU, the denigration of 
Argentina's past, and tlie creation of hatred and -suspicion. It had since 
been found that the elimination of the--e subjects had not been suffi- 
cient to eradicate their influence on the nu>v ge;ieratlon, and the 
subject of "democratic education'! has been introduced to ensure that 
tvo further harm can be (^©^"(CbSEC 'Information Bulletin, Leiden). 

CANADA 

After a brief, two-)¥eek 8pan ouUide the fold of NFC US, the stud- 
cnU of" the University of Urltlsh Columbia changed their minds and 
once aK'ain re-entered the National Union'of Students. In a vote held 
on Maicli 15 at a geneial meeting, the stuilenU voted 350-310 to with- 
draw but the validity of tlie decision was questioned, as 
a ■ quorum tfor a , genoral meeting is set at 1,500. As a 
result of this vote failing to stand, another vote was taken, with 
the University of British Columbia revewing iU stand and deciding^ 
to remain Avithin NPCUS. (The Manitoban, Winnipeg).

In a memorandum, the Student Union of Paris Ai ts Faculty points 
to the grave fact that "the first faculty of Fiance can no longer oper- 
ate by lack of iwm". Built in 1890 to a«;ommodato not .more than 
1,000 studchû, the faculty to-day is forced to Instruct 19,000 students 
under the same room eoiiditions. 78'J lectures a week have to be pei- 
fornicd in 20 rooms. An arl.s lecture to be attended by 2,180 stud- 
ents, for instance, is being held in a lecture loom with 700 scats. 
Necossatily a great number of students must jiemain absent. The 
confusion would be inconceivable if suddenly all students would in- 
tend listening to their pi^fessors. It is also self-evident that the as- 
sistants, (witli 350 students per eacli of them, are not able to know 
their students.

84,000 students shall be admitted for study ^t; universities and 
colleges of ihe Soviet zone in the coui-se of the se;ond Five Years' 
Plan. Thereof are intended for tlie subjects cliemistry 4,500; physics 
1,800; igricultuiMj 0,900; . medicine 10,500; engineerinK 5,500; uichi- 
teoture 8,600; electrical engineering 2,750. Furthef 23,000 are ex- 
poctod to «tart a correspondence course until the end of the Five 
Years' Plan. The "debit" for special schools was laid down to 100,000 
studenU.

GERMANY — Federal Republic 

The Delegates' Assembly of the Liberal Student AsKOclation of 
Gfrmany (LSD) held April 18 to 19 in Wunsburg expressed lU con- 
cem «bout tlie problem of tlie increasing restriction of the freedom 
of studtnt newspapers by the Student Councils of some universKie», 
The Jibcral students disapproved eveiy influence to student press by 
oi'gans of student self'adnnnisti«tion as impeding the free expression 
of the students' opinion. , 
MEXICO 

Truck drirers and studenU of the University of the South East 
clashed roccntly in .MérWa, Yucatan, while the students sustained a 
strike of Dheir professors for pay increase by demonstrating in the 
struts. The drivers attacked thu students and sUi^cd brutally heat- 
ing the;n; *he students had their revenge in throwing stones. After 
all even military troops were ordered which set up machine guns and 
fired at the univenslty. Alter the commanding officer of the tiwps 
has negotiated with, the fighting parties, the truck drivèrs signed a 
document acknowledging the justice of tlie students' vicAV and declar- 
ing their willingnw* to pay for the damages. (Reforma Univewitarla,

PARAGUAY 

A delegation of the National Unions of Students of Argentina 
(FUA) and Uruguay (FEUU) were oppressed by police in Paraguay 
wliile trying to investigate the difficult situation of the National 
Union of Paraguay (PUP) and the Asuncioti Univei-sity. Members 
of the delegation and Paraguayan students weie injuied during clashes 
with the police, and the Argentina students were expelled fiom Paia- 
guay. The throe national unions had met In Buenos Aires on Jan- 
uary 23 to 26 to disrjuss various common and InterreationBl protolems. 
UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 

The National Union of South African StiidenlK recently publish- 
ed a memorandum on the threat to the autonomy of tin .S;)iitli Afi ican 
universities. The memorandum deals with the ethnic and linguistic 
composition of the South African univeiaitles, with the hlsloi->- of 
their autonomy and the government's attitude ' towards the unlveiai- 
ties. A chapter is destine<l to the goveinmcnt's attacks on the uni- 
vei-srtles. The aclioiLs wliich students and N'USAS are taking' in this 
matter are explained, and an appeal is n>ade to al! overseas students 
to assist -South African students In their struggle by sending messages 
of sympathy. (NUSAS, Cope Town). 

U.S.A. , „ , 

A grant of 1.5 million dollars has been made by the CjS' negio 
Corporation of New York to tlu- In.-titut.- of International EJueation 
In aid of Ite International exchan^^e programme. The donation which 
is one of the largest single grants ever made by the Carnegie Cor- 
poration, -Nvlll go toward a 8.4-mlllion.dollar fund the Institute Is seek- 
ing for its student exchange progiamme for the next decade. (The 
Asian Student, San Francisco).

The original idea of a campuS' 
wide open house was put forward 
Jn4051 by Dennis Smith. At that 
ime, he was chairman of the local 
committee of NFCUS. It was 
proposed as à project of that or> 
ganization, but it was later deci- 
ded that it bo an overall under- 
. taking of thé faculty and students 
of the University. 
The date set was autumn, 1062. 
When the suBgcstod time for 
Open ■ IIousc grew near, it was 
seen that much necessary work 
was not completed. The decision 
. was that the entire project be 
^stponcd ,to the next year. 
, ' From tie original committee 
very few. r remained, and others 



were added ' in 1063 to bring the 
full strength of the executive to 
32. 

As will be the eàQ,e this year, 
the preparation in 1063 required 
much manual as well, as mental 
labour. Over 600 signs were made, 
nnd 120 arrows to facilitate di- 
rection finding. A comprehensive 
map was drawn up, showing the 
exact location of each of ■ these 
signs and the centres 'of-communi< 
cations. ^ 

The Army stepped in to help, 
their personnel laying the various 
telephone lines for . efficient ma- 
nagement .and for use in emer- 
gency cases. A complete public ad- 
dress 'system was also installed for

rCLA STIFFLY FINED 



VICTORIA, B. C, May 19 — 
The University of California at 
Los Angeles was placed on pro* 
lation for threo years today by 
the Pacific Coast Conference and 
"fined" approximately $96,000. 

A direct fine of $15,000 was im- 
posed on U. C. L. A. for 'refusing 
to give the conference commission- 
er "the opportunity to conduct an 
investigation of financial aid giv- 
en to athletes." 

The rest of the asscssnyent Is 
the estimated $78,000 or more the 
university will lose In Rose Bowl 
receipts duriiig Its probationary 
period. 

In what may be the most severe 
punishment ever handed to . a 
major college, the conference went 
beyond the penalty It meted out 
on May 5-6 to the University of 
"Washington at an emergency 
session. 

Washington was placed on pro- 



the University for a year, 
batlon for two years. No direct 
fine was Imposed on the Huskies, 
but they will lose approximlately 
$62,000 in Rose Bowl receipts. 

The' probation against U.C.L.A. 
applies to all sports, as It did in 
the case of Washington. 

The U. C. L. A. footliall team 
will not be permUteditotPlay In 
the Rose Bowl ah(l*tlie* school's 
teams will not be eligible for con 
fcrence titles. Its athletes are 
barréd from events sponsored by 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association. That prohibition per 
tains to post-season athletic events 
and to nationally televised football 

The conference revoked . the 
right of U. C. L. A. alumni to 
transport prospective athletes to 
the campus. The practice is per- 
mitted throughout the confer- 
ence. It was not revoked in the 
case of Washington.

PROFS WILL BE "LAME BRAjNS"

A depressing note was sounded the fundamental teaching load. . . . 
at a recent meeting of memben» of 
the National Association of State 
Uràversities with respect to the 
impending shortage of college 
teachers. One spokesman warned 
that colIeg^wjU be forced to era- 
ploy 'Hnteliecfêal 'cripples" due to 
tlt« inalbility to offer ndoquatc in- 
ducements to attract apd hold good 
teachers. In effect', he prophesied 
that i^e colleges will be staffed In 
the years ahead with "lame 
bnalns." . . . 

" The educators at this convention 
vreire told that tihe following steps 
shoukl be taken hi order to utilize 
present college Aeachers fore ef- 
fectively : 1) establish larger 
classes where it is academically 
fcasable; 2) provide assistance for 
professors io give tliem relief from 
details; 3) reduce the practice of 
teaching too many subjects in 
fragmentary classes; 4) offer 
some courses only once a year or 
every other yoar; and 5) examine
